FORMER VULCAN MAN 
ACCIDENT VICTIM 


Writing of the lamented death of 
Dan Derringer, former manager of 
the Home elevator at Vulcan, the 
Lethbridge Herald says, in part: 

Dan Berringer is dead, the result 
of an auto accident which took place 
in the early evening of Friday, and 
death occurred at the hospital in Vul¬ 
can at .nine o’clock on Saturday night. 

the accident took place on the 
Carseland route of-the I^thbridge-to- 
Calgary highway, some few miles 
from Mossleigh. Pete Lardo, who re¬ 
sides at Burdett and is in business at 
that point, also is interested in a 
business at Mossleigh and was there 
in connection with the same, when 
he received information of illness at 
his home and started on the return in 
response to the call. 

The car in which he was accompan¬ 
ied by Berringer was a coupe. The 
road was perfect and they were mak¬ 
ing speed. Marks that were plain on 
l he road indicate that there was a 
tire blow-out that precipitated the ma 
chine to the ditch, where' it turned 
over, when the upper portions were 
badly wrecked and other parts dam¬ 
aged. The occupants, who were in¬ 
jured and helpless, were soon discov¬ 
ered and as quickly as possible con¬ 
veyed to municipal hospital at Vul¬ 
can. Chief of the many injuries to 
Berringer was a fracture at the 
base of the skull. Lardo, who suf¬ 
fered the break of a number of ribs 
an injury to his back, and cuts and 
bruises, retained consciousness, and 
is now improving. He continues a 
patient at the hospital, where he will 
likely he required to remain for some 
time! 

Mrs. Berringer and daughter, who 
were in Calgary, responded at once 
to' the summons to Vulcan, where the 
injured husband .and father was re¬ 
ceiving medicqj_.attention. He was 
widely known locally and elsewhere, 
having been “on the road” for grain 
firms, amt- latterly located in the 
business at Mossleigh, one flf the 
new towns on the extension line of 
the C.P.R. from Arrowwood to Alder- 
syde. His latest relationships with 
Vplcan was ht!Tarrangement of ball 
games between the local nine and the 
team of his town, of which K? was 
manager. Deceased Was a supporter 
of sport when a resid e nt of Vulcan. 

An inquest was held in Vulcan on 
Monday by Coroner Dr. Carson, the 
-ante being adjourned for the attend¬ 
ance of Fete Lardo. The body was 
shipped to 'Calgary, Monday, for in¬ 
ternment.

It is odd to find that although the public has waxed ora¬ 
torical for years on the burden of examinations, no soon¬ 
er is the burden removed than there is a wild storm of 
protest. To be sure the storm is mainly from the teach¬ 
ers who present a number of reasons to snow that Hon. 
Perrin Baker has done another dreadful deed. Undoubt¬ 
edly it will cast more responsibility and more work on 
the teachers, and there may be a great variation in stand¬ 
ing, particularly amongst those children promoted’ from 
rural schools to the city high school. But there is no 
doubt that many parents of school children, who are af¬ 
ter all, the taxpayers, have felt that examinations have 
become the sum and substance of school life. Although 
the announcement of the department, has been sudden and 
sweeping, yet this is a good year from an economic stand¬ 
point, in Which to make the move. 

Hon. Perrin Baker, who called at ■'Hr I >ffice this 

veek, had few comments to make on the subject. He said 
however, that Alberta is the most “exam, ridden” of any 
province, and that school life tends to become subservient 
to examinations. He hopes through the elimination of 
the final tests to develop a freer, larger conception of ed¬ 
ucation, and a more consistent study through the year. 

A promotion based on the year’s work and taking into 
consideration the development and conscientiousness oi 
the student from month to month, does appear to be a 
fairer test, than that great final gamble, the J.une exam 
In the latter case, everything hinges on a student’s physi¬ 
cal and mental condition during the last two weeks, on the 
disposition and specialties of the one who sets the paper, 
on the disposition and specialties of the marker of the 
paper. There are too many human, or inhuman, .elements 
involved in the final examinations to make of them any¬ 
thing approaching an ideal test. 

Besides, there is the expense to parents of the examina¬ 
tion fees. By doing away with Grades VIII and IX ex¬ 
ams, the country is saved $100,000 and individual families 
are saved sums which they can scarcely spare this year. 

It has been shown locally that the teachers have had 
a very accurate idea of the students who would pass in 
the various grades, and the final examinations have done 
little more than confirm their forecast. 

There seem to be almost, as many arguments against 
the elimination of exams, as for, and no one can say with 
certainty whether the move will prove satisfactory or not. 
But little harm can result from trying it. 

Under an ideal system of education, many believe there 
need be no departmental tests. An enthusiastic, compe¬ 
tent teacher, unhampered by the restrictions of “courggs 
of study,” would probably develop a far more ideal and 
enduring habit of learning amongst her pupils, than un¬ 
der existing conditions. A teacher has too little opportun¬ 
ity to follow up enthusiasms or to create interest, or to 
influence with her personality. She must leap from sub¬ 
ject to subject and grade to grade with ever the spectre ol 
a stipulated dose to be administered before June 20. It is 
too much. The orders issued by the department of educa¬ 
tion may have many weaknesses, and there may have to 
be adjustments and amendments, but it does appear to be 
a step toward a more real and less hectic method of edu¬ 
cation. 


NO, SAYS HE 

A Writer in the Vegreville Observer, takes up the 
cause of the Western flanks, asserting that they have giv¬ 
en entirely too much credit, and that a substantial, deserv 
ing case can still get a loan. 

He claims to have no connection with any bank, except 
a large indebtedness, and he avers that when he contract¬ 
ed the debt the bank would have been kinder , to have re¬ 
fused him. The writer’s assertion is that too much cred¬ 
it has been the trouble with the West. He continues: 

There are thousands of farmers in Western Canada to¬ 
day who applied to the banks for credit, when (as the 
writer) they did not deserve it and shouldn’t have receiv¬ 
ed it; but got it. And too, they would have been far 
ahead of the game had they been flatly refused. That 
general condition (and it is general) has existed through 
out the three prairie provinces for the past ten or twelve 
years. The Honest-to-God truth is that, not only the 
fanners, but everyone in the West who has been foolish 
enough to apply for unnecessary credit, has obtained it; 
and to an extent that we have become inundated in it; 
really to our utter dismay. Here in the West we have been 
to a good extent wrecked by credit. If the banks are to¬ 
day to be chastised for doing us injuries, it is those and 
none others. — 

‘The real worth-while citizen of Western Canada is nei¬ 
ther starving nor moving away nor contemplating closing 
up shop. Neither is he seeking to defame any particular 
financial institution bank or Otherwise. We must get 
down to a “buy and pay for, or do without” policy, which 
and which alone, can solve our difficulties. With the pri¬ 
ces that prevail today, who of us, have incomes that war¬ 
rant the banks loaning to us any money at all? Scarce¬ 
ly one of us.” 


A PROGRESSIVE AGE? 


Owing to the wide-world spread of education there will 
probably be in the future a higher average ability among 
the peoples generally, but this does not necessarily imply 
a largdr number of intellectual giants. 

Telegraphy, telephony,, wireless.nnd air travel are un¬ 
doubtedly savers of time, and they contribute to our com¬ 
fort, but with all the leisure they might provide would 
they create that mental satisfaction and the opportunity 
for reflecting upon the higher , and non-material things 
which, after all, are those which count in the life of a 
people? However much material objects, the products of 
man’s invention, may bring comfort and ease, we can 
hardly say that of themselves they are civilization, not¬ 
withstanding the contributions they make to it. 

This age is making history. In the centuries to follow, 
the present period will be spoken of as that of great in¬ 
ventions and of the achievements of physics and chemis¬ 
try. These will form a chapter in the history of the world 
not less far-reaching in its consequencies, but probably 
more so than that which gave birth to Galileo and Coper¬ 
nicus. 


Brand Whitlock, speaking of the criticism that America 
has more law and more lawlessness than any other nation 
in the world, shakes his head dolefully and points that 
there are 2,400,000 laws of one sort and another to obey. 
He says: “Are we really more lawless than other people? 
One would think that we were about the most tractable 
people in the world. We will do almost anything that 
anybody tells us to; we will shout in chorus whatever a 
cheer leader bawls through a megaphone; try to look 
pleasant when a sign says ‘Keep Smiling’; we obey when 
a rumbling voice over the radio tells us to clean our teeth 
or to watch our colds, or to join in a drive or observe this 
and that week. We take these as a command from on 
high, and march and counter march in solemn masses in a 
way quite unknown to other countries." \ 

Stanley Baldwin says tJf education: “There are two 
sorts. The education where^you/get your knowledge, and 
what is equally important, that contact with/human be¬ 
ings which you cannot get by sitting in lodgings. You 
get it only by rubbing brains with those of other people. 
You learn tolerance and emerge an infinitely better fellow 
better able to do your work if you go through that process 
f massage with other men andjmihds.” 

Mary Roberts Rinehart, speaking .of training children 
says, ‘I have heard of this new theory, of the child—that 
to leave him free of all authority is to throw on him a 
burden he does not deserve, to make him actually unhap¬ 
py- . ‘ r* . 

The adult has experience to fall back on, but even the 
adult requires and needs authority of law and of conven¬ 
tion. ' “. ’"7 

But this authority over the child does not mean tyrany 
Children are happy under rules which they can under¬ 
standard obey, but miserable under oppression.’ 1 

John Galsworthy speakng of old families and breeding 
says, “There is certainly good breeding in humans in the 
sense that you’d apply it to dogs or horses. Sound stock 
breeds sound stock. But when you come to breeding from 
people with genius, I am doubtful of you don’t get dis 
tortion rather than symmetry. Families with naval or 
military history have the best chance perhaps—good 
physique and not too much brains perhaps—but science 
and the law and business are very distorting. Old families 


CANDOR NECESSARY 


The work now being carried on by census enumerators, 
is of special importance in securing accurate data on the 
agricultural industry which is Canada’s great industry. 
Every agricultural expert has been consulted in regard to 
the questions to be asked and while the information is con¬ 
fidential it will be used as a basis for statistics to serve as 
a guide for years to come. 

The 1931 census aims to secure: (1) accurate figures on 
all farm property; (2) statistics regarding the 1930 crop, 
products, expenses; (3) statistics of vacant and abandon¬ 
ed farms. 

A special schedule requires a statement giving average 
prices received for each crop in a district in 1930. 

The census requires the actual number of people liv¬ 
ing on the farm, those moving from farm to city within 
the past year. This will show the drift from country to 
town and the return movement. 

Farm organizations have introduced a questionnaire 
asking for amount of farm fortgages, and the interest 
paid in 1930. 

•Farm expenses will give light on farm economy and will 
reveal the amount paid for feed not raised on the farm, 
for labor and the average wage paid for fertilizers, etc. 

To furnish information as to the comforts and conven¬ 
iences of farm life, questions will be asked regarding 
light and power charges, farm equipment, proximity to 
station, condition of adjacent roads, automobiles, radios, 
etc. „ 

Questions also are asked regarding co-operative mar¬ 
keting of farm products and to what extent purchasing of 
supplies is on co-operative basis. 

The local census enumerators and all officials and clerks 
are under oath of secrecy and a candid answer to all 
questions is the only means by which the census informa¬ 
tion will have accuracy and value. 


SEARCH others 


When George Coote, M.P., spoke before the Canadian 
Political Science Association in Ottawa, he suggested that 
there was possibly too much research into the reducing of 
the farmer’s production costs, and too little research into 
seeking to ensure for him a fair return. 

It is quite true that .everyone has been researching bus¬ 
ily into ways by which the farmer can cut this and that 
cost, so as to produce more cheaply. 

But there has been no similar research... into the'long 
trail winding between the price of cream to the farmer 
and the price of ice cream and creamery butter; no in¬ 
vestigation of the relative price of dairy butter and 
creamery butter, though good dairy butter is generally 
a. more prized article than that of the creamery. 

There is that instance recorded in Ontario of eggs 
which brought 13 cents as extras in the grading depart¬ 
ment and then when carried to the front of the store were 
retailed at 19 cents. The trip from the back to the front 
of that store might be researched quite profitably. 

A little more research into why no other products have 
dropped to the level of farm products would be enlighten¬ 
ing. 

If the official and unofficial investigators would “lay 
off” the farmer and turn their search lights on other clas¬ 
ses of citizens they might at least be attacking from an¬ 
other angle. Why do most farm products, almost value¬ 
less to the farmer, instantly become quite costly when 
they pass into other hands. 

“Why not attempt to bring the manufactured goods 
which must be purchased on the farms, into closer rela¬ 
tion with what the farm has to sell. Why confine all ex¬ 
plorations and statistics to the agricultural element?

It is 
already being shown that these weed 
seeds can yield oil for soap making, 
fertilizer and possibly feed. 

Another problem being studied is 
the use of straw, 50 million tons of 
which are grown in Canada each year 
and largely wasted. These may be 
used for lacquers, surfacing, etc., 
once an economical process is comple-

It is a platitude to state that if ev¬ 
ery Canadian honestly set out to give 
preference to Canadian goods when¬ 
ever possible, the back of the present 
depression .would be broken in this 
country. Comments of this nature 
have appeared in the editorial col¬ 
umns of perhaps every daily and 
weekly newspaper in Canada. 

It is partly because people are not 
conscious of the significance of one 
purchase. Many a housewife who 
would be the first to endorse the 
principle of supporting home indus¬ 
try makes small purchases of foreign 
manufactured goods through habit 
and becaVise the influence of one small 
purchase upon the trade total of a na¬ 
tion appears to her negligible. Yet 
every purchase counts. 

It may be partly because the aver¬ 
age person does not think about buy¬ 
ing Canadian goods during the rush 
of shopping hours. Retailers, if they 
wish to, can rectify this. If all goods

A careful study is also being made 
of the use of surplus grain for manu¬ 
facturing fuel, alcohol, starch, glu¬ 
cose, etc., acids and lacquer solvents 
by fermentation, etc. 

In U.S. this use of waste products 
is advancing rapidly with the by-pro¬ 
ducts of com gradually becoming 
more valuable than the original syrup 
and starch.

PUNISHMENT 

FIT THE CRIME 

Are Crimes Punished in Proportion 
to the Misery They Bring. 

It is to be hoped that the next gen¬ 
eration will have developed farther 
along sociological lines, than we of 
the present. The following letter ap¬ 
pearing in the Calgary papers, writ¬ 
ten by Jean McWilliams, puts into 
words what most of us have been feel 
ing, in regard to the varying senten¬ 
ces meted out to lawbreakers during 
the last few months. While all may 
not agree, many do. 

Allow me space to comment on the 
sentences that have recently been 
meted out to young boys; the young 
immigrant boy, Beattie; Andrew 
Park who stole three pies and with 
two companions ate them, for which 
misdemeanor he was sentenced to six 
months at hard labor. In the case of 
Beattie, who held up the Safe-Way 
store and stole $84, his sentence was 
seven years and 16 lashes. 

Now, I do not uphold breaking the 
law and certainly recognize that the 
public must be protected. But are 
we not going a little too far by hand¬ 
ing out such cruel sentences, when 
we know that by looking up the rec- 
ords of certain real estate sharks and 
financial brokers that millions of dol¬ 
lars have been stolen? Many homes 
have been ravished, murders commit¬ 
ted and children starved to death 
through their parents being held up 
and th^ir garpings and little savings 
deliberatol-y- ^tolen l»y these vultures 
of society. To my mind those are 
the real criminals, who have forced 
the sons of workingmen to commit 
crimes, through the rotten disburse¬ 
ment of public funds. 

Many times we have protested 
these young immigrants being lured 
to this country under cloak of pros¬ 
perity, and while we plead and urge 
that something be done to save the 
future generation from destruction, 
some savior of society in the form of 
a police magistrate metes out such 
sentences. Is there no limit to the 
extent of their authority? 

Is this the democracy that lured 
619,636 Canadians to offer their lives 
on the hattlefidds of Flanders in 
years 191-M918? And are the moth¬ 
ers of this generation going- to sit 
quietly by in apathetic and docile 
submission to such cruel and inhum¬ 
an treatment of the young father¬ 
hood of the future generation, stig¬ 
matizing theni-with a mark of crim¬ 
inality, - when it is just the struggle 
for life itself? 

“They asked for bread and ye gave 
them a stone.” 


The New York Times remarks that 
this country cannot object to its own 
medicine. . 

“Whatever the effect of these chang 
es temporarily on many of our ex¬ 
ports to Canada,” the New York pa¬ 
per says, “they ought to have a 
strong effect on Congress and even 
on the hard-boiled and hide-bound pro 
tectionists. If ‘foreign trade’ is 
something a little mystical and in¬ 
tangible to them, here is a friendly 
nation, our neighbor across the street 
our best customer. We have shut the 
door in his face. Now he is going to 
a little door slammingl himself. Such 
is the sinful nature of man. When 
there are door opening enough in 
Washington there will be plenty of 
them in Ottawa.” 

The Canadian changes must be con 
sidered, it states, as a polite but 
necessary riposte to the Smoot-Haw- 
iey tariff, but “the report from Wash¬ 
ington of official complaint that some 
of the rates are discriminatory 
against American products and may 
■ ear to diplomatic objections is rich 
in that unconscious humor which so 
often dips from the pundits of pro¬ 
tection. They can only be trying to 
‘save their faces’—a hard job in the 
circumstances.” 

The Wall Street Journal’s Wash- 
.ngton correspondent agrees with 
this view: “The United States gov¬ 
ernment has no ideas of taking any 
action to soften the effect of these 
rates. Since the rate increases ap¬ 
ply to all countries with which Can¬ 
ada has no tradcjtreaties, the United 
States cannot complain of discrimina- 


RAILROADS AND 

COMPETITION 

General Atterbury, president of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, sees a future 
of co-ordinated transportation in 
which railroads, airplanes, rtucks and 
motor buses with all work under a 
co-operative system. Within a short 
time he prophesies, travellers will be 
given choice of transportation by bus 
or railroad, using the bus for scenic 
stages of the journey and the rail¬ 
way for speedier travel. He thinks 
that this development is possible with 
out materially disturbing railroad 
standards and practice. 

The railroad situation in Canada is 
in the forefront of public attention” 
and the Financial Post predicts that 
it will not be long till the question of 
railroad rates and railroad wages 
will Ik* projected into the realm of 
practical politics. 

With one eye on* the considerations 
of the U.S.’lnter-Stath Commisison 
which seems to favor higher U. S. 
railroad rates, Canadians are doubt¬ 
ful if any higher rates in Canada, 
wo uld be possible in vied- of existing 
circumstances. 

The railroads of U.S. seem to feel 
that higher freight rates will be eas¬ 
ier to obtain than lower wage scales. 
But in Canada the sentiment would 
be more in favor of wage reduction 
than any higher rates. 

“If the western farmer complained 
of freight rates when wheat was 
$1.50 a bushel.’’..says the Post, “he 
-is unlikely to be enthusiastic over in-_ 
crease of rates when wheat is 65 cts.” 

Yet our freight rates are on the 
average, lower than those in U.S. de¬ 
spite the sparse population and high 
cost of operation. Wheat growers, 
coal miners and such primary produ¬ 
cers enjoy freight rates substantially 
at rock bottom. 

Yet it is admitted that .railroads 
are at - a serious stage.- Declining 
revenues are undermining them ser¬ 
iously. The C.P.R. celebrates its 
Golden Jubilee by cutting dividends 
in half. The C.N.R. has built up op¬ 
erating surpluses in the past ten 
years only to have them likely to 
come to naught. 

The railroads have cut out dupli¬ 
cation of services and reduced at al¬ 
most all conceivable points. But the 
major cost in railroad operation is. 
wages, and from the Canadian stand¬ 
point a cut in wage scales seems to 
be more likely, than to follow the 
American method which inclines to 
increased freight rates.

He might 
also have mentioned the thousands 
upon thousands who find occasional 
employment from the same source, 
such as doctors, teamsters, lawyers, 
nurses, coroners and undertakers. 

When you feel like mistrusting 
your own judgment, think of the big 
business man and financial giants- 
whose calculations went awry. ..Think 
of the railway magnates who built 
large hotels to attract passengei 
traffic to their roads. Think of the 
statesmen and captains of finance 
who thought last year that the mar¬ 
kets had struck rock bottom. Think 
better of yourself. 

During this session of parliament 
a member quoted Humpty pumpty 
as marching up the hill and then 
marching down again. This is a per¬ 
version of history that cannot be al¬ 
lowed to go unrebuked. Why should 
that lazy lump be credited with the 
achievement of a King of France and 
twenty thousand men? They at least 
showed some spirit and energy while 
H.D. merely sat on a wall ami fell off 
it. He does not deserve any more dis¬ 
tinction than the Arab referred to in 
the Life of Horace Greely. A man 
who had travelled through— A r abin - 
was telling the famous editor how 
indolent the Arabs were. In the four 
years spent in wandering through 
the desert, the traveller said he had 
seen only one Arab who was doing 
anything—and he was falling off a 
roof. 

The most amusing slip ever made 
jn the House of Commons was made 
by a member who was wise enough tr 
correct it before it appeared in Han¬ 
sard. The late Frank Glass, who was 
member for East Middlesex, was en¬ 
deavoring to secure government en¬ 
couragement of the flax industry and 
to that end he had, during several 
sessions, a resolution on the order 
paper to which he had addressed him¬ 
self with more earnestness than suc¬ 
cess. Quite incidentally a discussion 
opened the same subject one day 
when Mr. Glass was not present. An¬ 
other member rose to point out that 
In the absence of the member for 
Er. ,; t Middlesex a irh-jcussion on the 
fie v industry would be "like a p’ ly 
on Hamlet, with the merchant of 
Venice left out."
